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Proposed Changes Will Boost Weekly 
Benefits For Jobless to Maximum 
$30, Ottawa Learns

the three new categories, which 
will run to a $57 top in earnings. 
The maximum for a single per¬ 
son will be ,$23 instead of $17.10. 

The present low category for 
those earning Under $9 a week 
would be dropped, and all earn¬ 
ing up to $15 a week would make 
the same payments and get equal 
benefits. 

Benefit rates and payments for 
existing categories would be shuf¬ 
fled, some going up and some 
down, though by and large the 
average would be about the same 
as now. The aim is to get benefits 
more nearly into a uniform per¬ 
centage of earnings. 

Weekly Collections 

Another change calls for the 
collection of contributions on a 
weekly rather than the present 
daily, basis as a means of simpli¬ 
fying administration. 

The formula for crediting work¬ 
ers with benefit days will be re¬ 
vised. At present a worker gets 
credit for one benefit day for 
each five days he works. He wbuld 
get one for each two worked un¬ 
der the proposal. 

It was understood the present 
maximum of 51 weeks of benefit 
in a year will be cut down 


OTTAWA (CP) — The federal 
government’s proposed unemploy¬ 
ment insurance changes will boost 
the 'weekjy benefits to a maxi¬ 
mum of $30 and generally re¬ 
shuffle the scale of benefits in 
lower categories, it was learned 
today. 

The measure also will give a 
worker more benefit credits for 
the time he works, though the 
maximum number of benefit days 
in a single year will be reduced. 

These and a sweeping series of 
other changes will be. proposed by 
Labor Minister Gregg in a bill over 
hauling the Unemployment In¬ 
surance Act which he is expected 
to introduce in the Commons this 
week. He gave'notice of the mea¬ 
sure today in a preliminary reso¬ 
lution on the Commons order 
paper. 

A major new provision, it was 
learned, will be the creation of 
three new salary brackets for ben¬ 
efits and payments into the in¬ 
surance fund. At present $48 a 
week iS the cutoff figure and all 
earnings above that get the same 
maximum benefits $17.10 a week 
for single persons and $24 for 
those with dependents. 

Under the new plan there would 
be benefit rates of $26, $28 and 
$30 for those with dependents in

DO THE OBVIOUS . . . 

Some 37 years ago a writer by the name of Robert iR. Upde- 
graph, published a little story called “Obvious Adams”. 


This little story packed such a wallop that the idea pf doing 
the obvious soon became a business maxim. For .example, Mr. Ket¬ 
tering of General Motors, had a sign put up in General Motors Re¬ 
search building in Dayton that read: This problem when solved Will 
be simple. , 

Today, 37 years later, the story “Obvious Adams" has been re¬ 
published for the umpteenth time. Mr. Updegraph, the author of the 
original story, has added some notes,on how to check the obvious. 
One of his tests for obviousness is a question. The question reads “Does 
the answer check with human nature?” In other words, if your plan 
or idea cannot be understood and accepted by your mother, wife, 
brothers, sisters, cousins, or your next door neighbor — you’d better 
suspect it. It's probably not obvious. ^ 

It is amazing how often we neglect to see that the solution 
to most of our problems is really quite obvious. For example, the solu¬ 
tion to the housing shortage is — more houses! Yet think of all the 
other fancy schemes that have been cooked up to solve the problem! 
We have had rental control, government mortgages, .zoning, and 
heaven knows how many wild ideas suggested to solve the housing 
problem. Yet the answer is simple — build more houses! 

Right now Canada has a problem in connection with unem¬ 
ployment. But when you ask what ihe solution is, you get the darned¬ 
est answers. You’ll hear a whole lecture on Hie subject of unemploy¬ 
ment insurance; labor union leaders will talk endlessly about gov¬ 
ernment spending; politicians Will treat the matter at great length. 
But isn’t the answer obvious? The solution to unemployment is—more 
employment. In Renfrew a whole group of workers refused to go back 
to work because they couldn’t get the pay that the International 
Union in the United States said they should have. Yet they classed 
themselves as “unemployed”. Their problem would be solved quickly 
enough if they would take the existing jobs at the wages the employers 
could afford to pay them, and dig in and make the industry profitable 
enough so that it coujd pay them more as it would willingly do if it 
could afford it. 

The above are merely examples that come readily to mind, 
but the whole idea of doing the obvious is worth some thought. Great 
business enterprises have been built upon it. It is much more reliable 
than fancy schemes and cunning systems. Cultivate an ability to see 
the obvious and do it, and you won’t go far wrong!

Beware Of 
Begging Letters 

Unusual charity appeals are 
coming out of India, according to 
the Family Herald and Weekly 
Star. These appeals take the form 
of begging letters addressed per¬ 
sonally to people whose names, 
with addresses, have appeared In 
some Canadian publication. The 
Family Herald, with over 400,000 
subscribers, reaches India more 
frequently than many publica¬ 
tions, and has had an especially, 
good opportunity to observe these 
letters. 

Individuals in India, seeking 
charity, apparently obtain copies 
of the Family Herald either by 
direct subscription or by having it 
sent to them befriends, and use it 
to compile a list of names and ad¬ 
dresses of Canadians to whom 
they send, appeals. The Family 
Herald Is a rich source of names 
because of its unusually wide 
coverage of new events, its popular 
“Voice of the Farm” readers’ for¬ 
um, and the many consultation 
services and other services it has 
always provided for its readers. 

The begging letters are often re¬ 
ported and sent to the Editor’s at¬ 
tention by Family Herald readers, 
and invariably describe the writer 
of the letter as'being in dire straits 
of poverty. Usually the writer de¬ 
scribes himself or herself as being 
a deeply religious Christian doing 
mission work, or attempting to 
raise a large family. Sometimes the 
letter contains a piece of cheap 


ease. 

Early treatment of course de¬ 
pends on early diagnosis.

Men over 45* 
also should have a twice-yearly 
chest X-ray and women over 35 
a semi-annual pelvic examination. 

The Canadian Cancer Society is 
underwriting a three-point, na¬ 
tion-wide program to present can¬ 
cer facts to physicians and public; 
to give needed service to patients; 
and to give financial support to 
cancer research — the long-range 
solution for this menace.

BE A LAMB — BUT NOT 
ABOUT YOUR FOOD . . . 

Would you be a lamb—Just lo 
play follow the leader? “Of course 
not!’’, you reply, and yet you may 
permit your eating habits to fol¬ 
low the pattern set by the talk-of- 
the-day. 

Conversations over Canadian 
dinner tables frequently turn to 
calories. Too often, good foods are 
rejected solely on the basis of 
hear-say reports of their reported 
calorie count. At other times, the 
estimation of‘ calories is mere 
guesswork. These presumptions 
cause some essential foods to be 
called “high calorie’’ or “high 
energy” and to be condemned mis¬ 
takenly as fattening. 

“-Foods which supply protein, 
minerals and vitamins are more 
than mere energy foods, despite 
their calorie content. Only foods 
which are primarily sources of 
calories (like sugars and some 
fats) may be classified as “high 
calories.” 

One does not consider milk a 
high calorie food, even though one 
glass of eight ounces of milk fur¬ 
nishes 150 calories. About one- 
fourth of the solids in milk is pro¬ 
tein. In addition milk is an excel¬ 
lent source of calcium and ribo¬ 
flavin. Likewise, one should not 
think of bread as a high calorie 
food just because one slice or one 
ounce of enriched white bread 
furnishes 75 calories. Enriched 
white bread provides protein as 
well as the minerals, calcium and 
iron, and the three B vitamins — 
thiamine, riboflavin and niacin. 

It is revealing to learn that dif¬ 
ferent types of breads vary little, 
calorie-wise. Enriched white, whole 
wheat, rye and various specialty 
breads furnish approximately the 
same number of calories, ounce for 
ounce. 

Daily selection of foods should 
be made on as functional a basis 
as are any of the other choices in 
modem living. This thought ap- 

Simple Rules Prevent 
Tooth Decay 

Of all living things— plants, 
animals and human beings — only 
man tries to alter the order of 
nature. — with results that are 
sometimes disastrous. 

Nature endowe'd man with a 
sound body — barring the pre¬ 
sence of abnormal conditions — 
a body equipped with mechanism 
required to maintain health and 
resist disease. 

Nature also provides man with 
a bountiful 'supply of wholesome 
natural food. That natural food 
contains all necessary substances 
for building strong, healthy bones 
and sound teeth, as well as other 
tissues of the body, so that the 
whole body may be well prepared 
for the struggle for existence. 

Animals instinctively accept 
and use the food in the form in 
which it is found, so conforming 
to the plan of nature. 

Man, in his superior wisdom, 
improves on nature in many ways; 
but in the selection, preparation 
and use of food, he often suffers 
grievously for his departure from 
nature’s plan. 

Whole grain, for instance, con¬ 
tains not only the pure white 
heart material favored for most 
Hours; it also provides other sub¬ 
stances that are necessary for our 
health. The shell of the grain, 
v.ith all its valuable nmerial, is 
carefully sifted out, ^Previously, 
this was discarded, or used as ani¬ 
mal food only. 

Now knowing how valuable these 
by-products are, we spend much 
time and effort re-adapting them 
far human use. The effort is worth 
while, of course. But although we 
have learned how to take the grain 
apart, we are far from being as 
efficient as nature is in putting 
it together again. Something is 
lost in the process. 

How much better it would be to 
take full advantage of natures of¬ 
ferings by using food in the na- 
p i tural form wherever possible. 

Specifically, such misuse of food 
may be, and often is, reflected 
obviously and unpleasantly as a 
majpr cause of the development 
of dental disease and decay. 

In subsequent articles of this 
series, food habits and dental de¬ 
cay will be dealt with more fully. 
They will show how, by following 
simple health rules, dental decay, 
one of the most prevalent of hu¬ 
man ills can be almost completely 
controlled.

Salvation Army 
Makes Appeal 

MONTREAL — Salvation Army 
leaders are facing "the biggest ex¬ 
pansion program in the Move¬ 
ment’s history in Canada,” Air 


Marshal W. A. Bishop, V.C., C.B., 
DS.O., M.C., D.P.C., E.D., LL.D., 
said today in announcing the 
dates of the 1955 National Red 
Shield Appeal which will begin 
Monday, May 2, and run to Mon¬ 
day, May 23. 

Being pledged to such a vast ex¬ 
pansion in buildings and services 
meant, the Air Marshal said, that * 
every Salvation Army Appeal for 
future years must reach its ob¬ 
jective. Not only must capital 
commitments be redeemed, but 
continually - increasing mainten¬ 
ance costs must be met. 

Air Marshal Bishop, who is 
Chairman of The Salvation Army’s 
National Advisory Board, noted 
that this year The Salvation Army 
is ninety years old. The Movement, 
he said, has grown up with Can¬ 
ada until citizens in all walks look 
upon it as a “riecessary and ap¬ 
preciated” part of Canadian life. 

He indicated his confidence in,the 
success of the 1955 Appeal, and 
urged all Canadians to assist 
either by canvass or contribution. 
Theme of this year’s Appeal will 
be “The Open Door”.

Conquer Cancer 
Campaign Away 
To Good Start 

The “Conquer Cancer" cam¬ 
paign got off to a Hying start In 
B.C. this week with the aim of em¬ 
phasizing the humanitarian side 
of the fight in the 1955 budget. 

Plans for expansion of treat¬ 
ment and welfare services were 
announced by B.C. Division, Ca¬ 
nadian Cancer Society, and B.C. 
Cancer foundation which are cam¬ 
paigning jointly for $200,000 from 
B.C. citizens. 

The Society plans to step up its 
welfare budget to $40,000, an In¬ 
crease of $10,000 over last year, 
to give aid to needy patients, said 
Mrs. F. M. Ross, president. 

Mr. A. C. Turner, said the Foun- 
' dation, which is responsible for 
treatment and diagnostic facilities, 
said plans call for expansion of 
the B.C. Cancer Institute as soon 
as funds are available. 

He said present treatment facil¬ 
ities are working “near the limit”, 
and expansion is necessary to 
meet increasing demands for ser¬ 
vices. 

It is planned to tear down the 
present 14-bed boarding home, ad¬ 
jacent to the Institute, and build 
an addition to the Institute on the 
site. 

A new 36-bed boarding home, 
for put-of-town patients, built by 
the Society and the Foundation at 
a cost of $270,000 is now under 
construction and is expected to be 
ready by July. 

Mrs. Ross said opening of this 
new home is expected to create 
demand for additional welfare ser¬ 
vices provided by the Society. 

She said the Society’s 1955 bud¬ 
get also calls for $62,000 for re¬ 
search, bursaries and fellowships, 
$300,000 for the educational pro¬ 
gram to alert people to cancer’s 
early symptoms, and a further 
payment on the society’s pledge of 
$166,000 to the new boarding 
home. 

W. H. Malkin is provincial cam¬ 
paign chairman; A. C. Law, is vice 
chairman, and H. S. Nelson is 
honorary treasurer. 

W. F. Foster is joint campaign 
chairman, Norman J. Alexander 
and W. E. Bums are co-chairmen 
of the special names committee;

In September 1954 Henry 
Kunkel of Pincher Creek shot 
a banded duck south east of 
Pincher and the tag was for¬ 
warded to the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service, Washington, 
D.C., for identification. 

Last week a report on the 
mallard duck was received 
stating that the duck was 
banded at Tule Lake National 
Wildlife Refuge, Siskiyou 
County, California, on Aug. 31 
1951, making the duck over 
three years old. 

Interesting information is ob- ’ 
tained by banding ducks and 
tracing flights; On Sept. 7th 
1951, a pintail duck was band¬ 
ed in Labrador, Canada. Just 
over three weeks later. Sept. 
25, 1951, the duck was shot 
in southern England. Another 
pintail was bandSH at Maui 
Island, Hawaii, and less than 
a year later, it was shot near 
Edmonton. Still another pin¬ 
tail was released from Califor¬ 
nia and was s\crt just three 
months later in New Zealahd.
